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Discuss Inclusion of Town 
School in Large Division 


The meeting in the Lions hall 
last Thursday evening to discuss 
the subject of including the Dids-- 
bury school in the Olds School Divi- 
sion was not very well attended by 
town people, but after having the 
question explained by Mr. H. E. 
Balfour of the Department of Edu- 
cation, those present were made 
acquainted with the main facts. 

George Law was chairman of the 
meeting and introduced Mr. Bal- 
four, who explained that an agree- 
ment had been signed by the Dids- 
bury School Board and the Board 
of the Olds School Division where- 
by the town school would be _ in- 
cluded in the large unit. If the De- 
partment of Education was not pre- 
sented with a petition, signed by 
at least 25 per cent of the ratepay- 
ers, before April 19, the Minister 
of Education would be at liberty 
to declare the agreement in effect. 

Mr. Balfour stated that once 
the Minister of Education assented 
to the agreement there was no 
backing out by either town school 
or Division, and the inclusion was 
permanent. 

The agreement was read at the 
meeting and briefly stated provides 
for the inclusion of the town school 
in the Olds School Division. The 
tax rate for town property would 
be the same as the Olds School 
Division rate on municipal prop- 
erty, which this year will be 20% 
mills, plus $1000 per year paid by 
the town of Didsbury for a three- 
year contract. After that period 
the terms of contract may be 
changed. 

If assented to by the Minister of 
Education the inclusion will prob- 
ably take effect June 1, 1948. 

Should the town schools be _in- 
cluded in the Olds School Division 
the town of Didsbury would have 


one representative on the Board of |

'EXPENDITURE ESTIMATES 
AND MILL RATES SET BY 
per VIEW COUNCIL 


At the meeting of the Council of 
the Municipal District of Mountain 
View last Monday the secretary 


estimated that expenditures for the 
year 1948 would be $567,890.00. 
This sum includes estimated dis- 
counts on taxes of $40,000. 

A break-down of the estimates 
shows that $15,510 will be needed 
for administration; $7,100 for pro- 
tection of persons and property: 
$181,486 for public works: $12,000 
for public welfare; $5,810 for con- 
servation of health; $35,891 for hos- 
pitals; $224,596 for education 
$45,000 for capital expenditure. 

To raise this estimated $567,890 
will require the following 
rates, with the 1947 
shown for comparison:

A LATE SPRING 


Even though spring is officially here, winter has been 
reluctant to leave this year and old timers claim the season 
is one of the latest on record. Up until February Southern 
Alberta had an exceptionally mild winter with very little 
snow and almost continuous chinook winds. Then early in 
February three storms in a row blocked roads and real 
winter weather prevailed. 

In the second week in April winter is still with us, al- 
though signs of 1 break are in evidence this week. The 
extended winter and consequent late spring has caused 
a heavy drain on feed supplies and had it not been for the 
abundance of feed grown in this mixed farming area last 

ear, as well as in year's gone by, loéal farmers would now 

e experiencing heavy cattle losses, which is the case in 
many Fastern Alberta points at the present time. True, 
some farmers are short of feed, and it seems to be scarce, 
yet car loads of baled hay and straw have been shipped out 
of the district the past few weeks. 

While it is only fair that we share our surpluses 
with others it does not seem right that hay and straw 
should be shipped out of Didsbury if the feed shortage is 
as acute as some farmers claim. 

The late spring is causing farmers some concern 
about getting their crop seeded in time to harvest it before 
frost appears in the fall However, in previous years a 
late spring has usually resulted in a bounteous crop and it 
is to be hoped this vear will be no exception.

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WHY PLANT WEEDS ? 


(Experimental Farms News) 


Does it make sense to plan rota- 
tions or summer-fallow on valu- 
able land to clean out weeds and 
then contaminate the fields again 
by sowing dirty seed? Many do 
just that. Apparently they delib 
erately plant weeds 


Of course no one is sio thought- 
less as to do such a thin'z without a 
cause. Evervone would like to 
have clean seed to sow. What then 
is the reason? It simply is that it is 
troublesome and creates some ex- 
pense to have clean seed so manv 
do not bother. Perhaps it is 
because they think the problem is 
greater than it really is, savs A. E 
Palmer, Sunerintendent, Domin- 
ion Experimental Station, Leth- 
bridge, Alta. 

A consideration of methods 
obtaining clean seed may clarify 
the situation. The surest way 
to grow a crop free of weeds, Far 
mers do this by selecting land that 
is reasonably clean and then 
by rotation or fallowing and by 
well planned tillage prepare it for 
use as a field for seed production 
Sufficient registered seed or certi- 
fied seed is purchased for this seed 
block unless the grower has satis- 
factory seed. Tho few weeds that 
aprvear are roughed out and the 
field is threshed with a well clean- 
ed thresher.

Where the seed block method 
has not been used, it mav be possi- 
ble to select clean areas in the 
main fields which can be harvested 
separately, 
esvecially where large acreages are 
grown, where this cannot be done 

If a supply of clean seed has not 
been provided, the problem is to! 
clean the seed. Even where weeds | 
are not present it usually is neces 
sary to take out the straw and chaff 
to facilitate seeding | 

A common practice in many 
grain growing areas is to have the 
seed grain cleaned in the local 
grain elevator. This is a simple 
expedient but dangerous as most 
elevators are equipped only for 
cleaning grain for commercial pur- 
noses. The machines. bins and 
spouts cannot be properly cleaned 
between lots of grain so it is quite 
probable thot a farmer, having his 
grain cleaned at an elevator, may 
have weed seed ond grain varieties 
from lots preceding his. mixed 
with what he thinks of as his clean 
seed. He may take home bad 
weeds that he did not have before 
on his farm. Almost always, it is 
better not to clean seed at all than 
to put it through an impronerly 
equipped public cleaner 

Licensed seed cleaning plants 
overcome this danger of cantamin- 
ation by having equipment that fs 
easily cleaned and trained opera- 
tors who are careful to clean the 
plant between each lot of seed. 
Where oa licensed. carefully oper- 
ated cleaning plant is available, the 
problem of cleaning seed is simple 
and more such plants are needed 

Whera a satisfactory custom 
cleaning plant not available, 
farm cleaners are desirable. Usual 
va farmer does not care to put in 
the expensive machinery necessary 
to take out all weed seed but if he 
has used care in producing clean 
seed as suggested, he can prepare 
the seed for planting with inexpen- 
sive equipment and most of the 
weeds may be removed even from 
dirty seed. At least much fewer 
weed seeds will be planted if the 
ifarm fanning mill is used and 
there is no danger of introducing 
| weeds not already on the farm

The wise practice then is to grow 


‘seed as clean as possible and pre 


pare it for seeding by putting it 
through a licensed cleaning plant 
or a farm cleaner but never take 
a chance of contamination by hav- 
ing cleaning done in an impronper- 
ly equipped plant

FREIGHT RATE INCREASE 


Canadian railways were granted 
a 21 per cent increase in = mosi 
freight rates by a decision of the 
board of transport commissioners, 
handed down last Tuesday. Appeals 
can be made from the decision to 
the supreme court of Canada or to 
the federal cabinet. 

There will be no increase in the 
rates on comestic grain traffic be- 
tween Fort William-Port Arthur 
and the Pacific Coast. Export grain 
rates in the same area were undis- 
turbed. They are fixed by federal 
act and can only be changed by 
parliament. 

The increases are calculated to 
bring the railways an _ additional 
$70 millions a year, most of which | 
will come from the people of the 
prairie provinces. They have to 
pay the freight on what they sell | 
and what they buy.
